The dispute behind the strike is 


not over wages and hours. At is- 
sue is the manner in which var- 
ious operating rules should be in- 
terpreted. 


The brotherhoods which repre- 


sent the 5000 employes—engineers, 
firemen, c o n d u c t ors and other 
trainmen—see the rules one way; 
the railroad sees them 
another. 
There are 282 individual claims 
by the employes, involving 83,000,- 
000. 


President Truman appointed an 


emergency fact-finding board 
in 


the dispute last July, acting under 
the national railway labor act. The 
railroad charged the brotherhoods 
nullified "the letter and spirit of 
American democracy" by failing 
to accept the board's findings. 


R. E. Davidson, spokesman for 


the brotherhoods, said a recom- 
mendation for arbitration of the 
issues was rejected "because some 
issues arc just not arbitrable." 
Three Missouri Pacific subsid- 


diarics—-the Gulf Coast lines, the 
International-Great 
Northern and 
the Texas and Pacific—have sep-

contracts with the unions

So Britain's socialist leaders are 
worried — and for good reason. 
Things haven't worked out as they 
anticipated when they took office. 
Economic difficulties, which they 
inherited as the result of the war, 
have gone from bad to worse. 
Inevitably there has arisen the 
searching question of whether the 
situation has worsened because of 
socialist policies or whether the 
same m i s f o r t une would have 
dogged the conservatives if they 
lad 
been 
continued in 
power. 
That's a question which the voters 
most certainly will want answered 
before they go to the polls. 


The burden of proof will rest 


with the socialists, and it won't be 
easy to produce .the evidence. They 
can claim with perfect right that 
they inherited serious economic dif- 
ficulties. Few will dispute that. But 
the n^xt question is tough: 


"Have^the socialist policies, dur- 
ing more than four years of gov- 
ernment, improved the economic 
situtation any?" 


The answer obviously is in the 
negative. This puts it up to the 
party to prove to the public that 
conservative policies would 
have 
met a similar fate. And here again 
we enter the realm of speculation. 
The cold fact is that the labor gov- 
ernment departed radically from 
the system of free e n t e v prise 
(damned by socialism as "capi- 
talistic") and instituted a vew con- 
siderable program of nationaliza- 
tion of industries and even of med- 
ical services. But still the econom- 
ic crisis grew. 


What the long-range effect 
of 
such a policy might have on Brit- 
ish economy is a matter of specula- 
tion. The question already arises, 
however, as to how much distrust 
has been created by nationaliza- 
tion.

Little Hope 
for Lower 
Housing Cost

The price of a new home will 


stay about the same for the next 
year and may go slightly higher, 
contractors across the nation pre- 
dicted today. 


Their consensus was obtained by 
United Press in a spot check of 
building costs in 22 widely scat- 
tered cities. 


Few home builders saw much 
prospect for lower prices. 


The average price of a five-room 


frame house in a middle-class res- 
idential neighborhood 
in 
the 
22 
cities was estimated roughly at $9,- 
090, 
not including the lot. 
Highest building 
costs 
were 


found in Chicago and Louisville, 
Ky., where contractors said an av- 
erage five-room frame residence 
would cost about $12,000. 


In Oklahoma City, 
contractors 
said the same house would 
cost 


about $0,800, the lowest price un- 
covered in the survey. 


In Louisville, 
several 
builders 
said they have quit constructing 
small homes because costs are too 
high and they cannot be sold at a 
profit. 


Most c o n t r a c t ors cited high 
wages in the construction industry, 
higher freight rates and few sub- 
stantial cuts in material prices to 
support their belief that prices for 
homes will not drop. 


In some cities, contractors pre- 
dicted even higher prices because 
of local slum clearance and gov- 
ernment housing projects. 
These, 


they said, would increase the de- 
mand for materials and boost their 
cost.
